THINGS TO DO AND DON’T WHEN 
STOPPED BY POLICE 


If you are driving along the street and find 


yourself being pulled over by police, your; 


behavior at that moment can mean the 
difference in life and death. 

A police foundation report on deadly force, 
which covered seven major U.S. cities, found 
that 78 percent of those killed were minorities 
and 80 percent of thbse wounded were 
minorities. $ 

Although the instances that provoked these 
shootings varied, several Black police officers 
who attended the sixth annual National Black 
Police Assn. convention in Chicago said there 
are several steps that citizens should follow 
when they are stopped. 

"Don't resist an officer's orders," said 
Harold James, a 13 year veteran with 
Philadelphia police force. "If you have a com- 
plaint about the officer's attitude, don't tell him 
that you're going to file a complaint. Get his 
name, badge number and car number and 
time and location. 

"Remain calm and be in control of yourself," 
added Detective George Thomas of Newark, 
N. J. "Attitudes create problems; always 
identify yourself and make sure you have your 
driver's license and car registration." 

Patrolman Fred Johnson of Cleve. said, “If 
your hands must leave the officer's sight, in 
order to get your license out of the glove com-' 
partment or briefcase, tell the officer. 
Policemen basically are scared too, and they 
have to protect themselves.” 

All the officers agreed that if you have a 
complaint follow it up by filing a grievance with 
your local police department. Plus every city 
has an A CLU, NAACP, Urban League, justice 
department and prosecutor's office to handle 
citizen complaints.

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KENNETH A. GIBSON MAYOR OF NEWARK REPORTS ON 
AFRICAN TRIP TO BURUNDI 


The Mayor spent eight days in Burundi as the guest of the presi- 
dent of the central African nation, and also visited nearby Tan- 
zania for four days. Gibson is intent on promoting increased 
American understanding and assistance for the people of Africa. 

Since his return the Mayor has met with State Department 
and White House officials in Washington to discuss needs that had 
been expressed to him by Burnundian and Tanzanian leaders. Gib- 
son described the trip as a ''homecoming to the land of my 
ancestors.” 

He said he was most impressed with the dedication and energy 
of Brunundi’s youthful leaders, and the people he met. He is also 
planning to meet with educators and business leaders to suggest ex- 
change programs between Newark and Burundi. The leaders are 
also encouraging their young people to learn teamwork through 
basketball and other sports, Gibson reported, ‘‘Newark has pro- 
duced some of the best coaches and players in the world, and we 
might be able to help them,“ he suggested. 

He noted that some firms in Brunundi are buying in Europe 
the types of chemicals produced by companies in Newark. Burun- 
di’s most pressing need is, for road connections to neighboring 
countries. At present most people and goods entering or leaving 
Burundi have to use boats or airplaines, and this has hampered the 
development of industry, trade and tourism. 

The Mayor said he was warmly received everywhere he went, 
and many Burundians presented him with local foods or perform- 
ed traditional dances in his honor. ''Thev had even written some 
songs for the occasion,” he reported. Many of the people he met 
while touring the landlocked country of four million population 
were aware, Gibson said, that he had proclaimed ‘‘Burundi Day" 
in Newark last Sept. 26th to marke the visit of President Jean- 
Baptiste Bagaza to Essex County College. 

The Mayor had greeted Bagaza then, and met twice with him 
in Burundi's capital city, Bujumbura. The Mayor also conferred 
with many Burnundi cabinet ministers, provincial officials, and 
businessmen on the country's problems and potential.

Some view the elaborate affairs of Jersey’s black middle class in the lofty 
chambers of Town and Campus, the Meadowlands Hilton, the Camero, 
L' Affaire, Thomms and the Treat, as extravagance and merry-making 
and escape from the problems of the ghetto. 

But behind the glittering daises, when the club meets, those same fancy 
affairs have raised thousands of dollars that finance scholarships, con- 
tribute to charities and to senior citizens lieves, all of these objectives 
aimed at the lesser priviledged. 

The Delta Sigma Theta Sorority just gave out checks totalling $8,000 
to poor students, aiming at college. The Alpha Kappa Alpha sorority, 
the Zeta Phi Beta, the Alpha-Nettes, the Quettes, Lambda Kappa Mu, 
the Jack and Jills, units of the Federation of Colored Women, and many 
other groups pour fortunes into colleges around the nation to pay for 
ambitious youth to win a degree. 

At the same time other critics lambast the Newark schools, criticize the 
Board of Ed. and City Hall, lamenting their child’s education, even 
sacrificing to send him to private schools. But where do these social clubs 
find their scholarship winners but in these very Newark schools, these 
same ghetto schools here and in other area towns?

Geniuses flower there and the social clubs can tell you of the poorest 
who, through them, have risen into the professions and business and in- 
dustrial worlds.

The Newark Office of Consumer Action warns all consumers to be 
extremely careful when purchasing a used car. 


The cost of a used car may be one of the most important and 
expensive purchases that a consumer can make. It is the respon- 
sibility of the consumer to protect himself from excessive finance 
charges and unscrupulous car dealers" said Ms. Hope Jackson, 
Manager of the Newark Office of Consumer Action. 


The consumer agency recommends to consumers to shop 
around for the best deal. Before signing a contract or agreement 
with anyone, the purchaser must be convinced that he has made 
the best deal his budget and income can afford. Any changes in the 
agreement should be negotiated before the sale is finalized, as it 
becomes difficult or impossible to do afterwards. 


In order to obtain the most satisfaction in the purchase of a 
new car, the consumer must know what he needs and wants, to be 
able to distinguish between good and poor value, know what he 
can afford to spend for a down payment and the cost of financing. 
Finally, the consumer should fully understand the contract before 
he signs it and he should make sure that all promises are in writing. 
{f care is taken throughout the selection process there will be less 
chance of dissatisfaction or complaint.
